As you will note elsewhere in this 
issue the voter registration period 
has been extended until the end of 
February following the passing of 
legislation in Austin. 
This was 
brought about by a court ruling last 
December to the effect the Texas 
Law left too much time between the 
registration period and elections. 
We doubt very seriously if this 
new law will satisfy the courts any­ 
more than the old law did. This is 
likely just a stop gap measure to get 
us by until some form of amendment 
to the constitution can be passed 
whereby voters who vote one year 
will automatically be registered for 
the next year. 
All of this is just fine except we 
doubt that it will do any good. We 
already have more people register­ 
ing than we do voting. Voter regis­ 
trations over the state have not 
climbed much since the days of the 
poll tax. And while the added few 
days this year might get a few more 
registered, we suspect that if the 
same law is in effect next year we 
will see the same last minute rush 
to register. When you already have 
four months to register we doubt if 
adding one more month will help. 
While we don’t see anything un­ 
constitutional about having to regis­ 
ter to vote, Weare not too surprised 
at a federal court ruling this way. 
We seem to be in the age where if 
things are not going your way you 
just change the rules. If you want 
more voters you just change the 
rules to make it easier and easier— 
whether it works or not. 
This seem s to be the trend with 
everything, lf the rules offend you— 
just change them. Kids don't like the 
rules at school so let us just change 
them. The U. S. Senate seem s to 
bog down in its own inertia so let's 
change the rules it has operated by 
for nearly 200 years. 
The world is full of problems, but 
we doubt that they can all be solved 
by just changing the rules. Some­ 
where we have to learn the rule of 
nature that in the end if you want 
something you have to pay for it. 
And where we have on the one hand 
those who want to eliminate rules 
they don't like, we have on the other 
hand those who want to keep adding 
rules in the name of consumer pro­ 
tection. 
We read somewhere the other day 
that we waste $25 million a year on 
money spent for seat belts that are 
never used. We have just 
about 
wiped out all of the sm aller locker 
plants with government regulations 
to protect the consumer. The same 
is true of ambulance service. A l­ 
ready the city of Stamford has had 
to take over the service there while 
here and in Anson efforts are being 
made to work our some solution to 
the problem. 
We understand that the already bad 
tv programming is likely to be even 
worse this fall as the FCC has ruled 
that the networks must give back to 
the local stations a half hour of 
prime time in the name of local in­ 
terest programming but at the same 
time have ruled that the local sta­ 
tions can fill this time with anything 
they wish. 
And the list can go on and on. 


Have you been keeping up with the 
welfare m ess in New York City 
where they are housing families in 
all of the old hotels ? How would you 
like to own an old, run down hotel 
and collect as much as $250 a week 
for two rooms? 
While we have not seen these ho­ 
tels in New York we have seen some 
in Dallas and other places that must 
be sim ilar and if they got $25 a week 
for two rooms it would be too much. 
Don't know what the ans wer to their 
problem, but maybe we could reopen 
the old White Plaza and Harden Ho­ 
tel here and import some welfare 
people.

plement should be provided 
at least during the late foil 
and winter months.

Rep. Calhoun Files 
Women's Rights 
Bill In House 


State Representative Frank 
Calhoun of Abilene has in­ 
troduced a “Women’s Liber­ 
ation" bill in the Texas House 
of Representatives. 
In commenting on the mea­ 
sure, Rep. Calhoun explained 
that Article 5172a of the Re­ 
vised Civil Statutes provides 
that no female may be em­ 
ployed for more than 9 hours 
in any one calendar day, nor 
more than 54 in any one cal­ 
endar week. “This creates a 
severe problem in many 
in­ 
dustries that must bid for 
U. S. Government Contracts 
that provide for no discrimi­ 
nation in employment prac­ 
tices because of color, creed 
or sex. Employers are forced 
to either violate state law or 
fail to qualify for 
Federal 
Contracts when they cannot 
allow women employees to 
work overtime along with 
their male co-workers. 
We 
hope to solve 
this problem 
through corrective legislation. 
Calhoun’s bill would not 
affect the laws requiring ad­ 
ditional seating facilities or 
the exceptions now contained 
in the State Law.

As you will note elsewhere in this 
issue the voter registration period 
has been extended until the end of 
February following the passing of 
legislation in Austin. 
This was 
brought about by a court ruling last 
December to the effect the Texas 
Law left too much time between the 
registration period and elections. 
We doubt very seriously if this 
new law will satisfy the courts any­ 
more than the old law did. This is 
likely just a stop gap measure to get 
us by until some form of amendment 
to the constitution can be passed 
whereby voters who vote one year 
will automatically be registered for 
the next year. 
All of this is just fine except we 
doubt that it will do any good. We 
already have more people register­ 
ing than we do voting. Voter regis­ 
trations over the state have not 
climbed much since the days of the 
poll tax. And while the added few 
days this year might get a few more 
registered, we suspect that if the 
same law is in effect next year we 
will see the same last minute rush 
to register. When you already have 
four months to register we doubt if 
adding one more month will help. 
While we don’t see anything un­ 
constitutional about having to regis­ 
ter to vote, Weare not too surprised 
at a federal court ruling this way. 
We seem to be in the age where if 
things are not going your way you 
just change the rules. If you want 
more voters you just change the 
rules to make it easier and easier— 
whether it works or not. 
This seem s to be the trend with 
everything. If the rules offend you— 
just change them. Kids don’t like the 
rules at school so let us just change 
them. The U. S. Senate seems to 
bog down in its own inertia so let’s 
change the rules it has operated by 
for nearly 200 years. 
The world is full of problems, but 
we doubt that they can all be solved 
by just changing the rules. Some­ 
where we have to learn the rule of 
nature that in the end if you want 
something you have to pay for it. 
And where we have on the one hand 
those who want to eliminate rules 
they don’t like, we have on the other 
hand those who want to keep adding 
rules in the name of consumer pro­ 
tection. 
We read somewhere the other day 
that we waste $25 million a year on 
money spent for seat belts that are 
never used. We have just 
about 
wiped out all of the smaller locker 
plants with government regulations 
to protect the consumer. The same 
is true of ambulance service. A l­ 
ready the city of Stamford has had 
to take over the service there while 
here and in Anson efforts are being 
made to work our some solution to 
the problem. 
We understand that the already bad 
tv programming is likely to be even 
worse this fall as the FCC has ruled 
that the networks must give back to 
the local stations a half hour of 
prime time in the name of local in­ 
terest programming but at the same 
time have ruled that the local sta­ 
tions can fill this time with anything 
they wish. 
And the list can go on and on.

Editor’s note: The Neinda 
Philosopher on his Johnson 
grass farm on Route One 
studies the post oflfice depart­ 
ment this week, with what 
success we won’t say. 
Dear editar: 
According to some articles 
I've been reading in the news­ 
papers that turn up out here, 
the post 
office department 
is undergoing a lot of changes 
in order, Washington 
says, 
to help balance the budget. 
While I don’t understand 
why Washington should bal­ 
ance its budget, 
very few 
people in the country balance 
theirs, still I’ve been follow­ 
ing the reorganization plans 
and as I understand them the 
way to make the post office 
pay is to increase rates and 
cut down on service. 
For 
example, 
first-class 
stamps are 
going up to 8 
cents, aim mail to l l cents, 
second-class rates are going 
up, etc. At the same time, 
post office hours are being 
cut back, city deliveries are 
being limited, and it has even 
been suggested that rural de­ 
livery 
be made only every 
other day. 
This might do It, just as 


farmers would get a lot more 
for what they raise if they’d 
farm just every other year, 
but if you ask me Washington 
is going about the post office 
business in the wrong way. 
I t ’s not getting at the heart 
of the m atter. 


The reason the post office 
is losing money and the ser­ 
vice is getting worse is that

Rep. Calhoun Files 
Women's Rights 
Bill In House 


State Representative Frank 
Calhoun of Abilene has in­ 
troduced a "Women’s Liber­ 
ation” bill in the Texas House 
of Representatives. 
In commenting on the mea­ 
sure, Rep. Calhoun explained 
that Article 5172a of the Re­ 
vised Civil Statutes provides 
that no female may be em­ 
ployed for more than 9 hours 
in any one calendar day, nor 
more than 54 in any one cal­ 
endar week. "This creates a 
severe problem in many in­ 
dustries that must bid for 
U. S. Government Contracts 
that provide for no discrimi­ 
nation in employment prac­ 
tices because of color, creed 
or sex. Employers are forced 
to either violate state law or 
fail to qualify for 
Federal 
Contracts when they cannot 
allow women employees to 
work overtime along with 
their male co-workers. 
We 
hope to solve this problem 
through corrective legislation. 
Calhoun’s bill would not 
affect the laws requiring ad­ 
ditional seating facilities or 
the exceptions now contained 
in the State Law.
